WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Immediately 


after reading the journal a number of 
nominations were received from the 
president. 


Mr. Limar offered a resolution re- 


peating the president to advise the 
senate whether any action had been 
taken by the government since the last 
session of the senate toward protecting 
.he rights and interests of the United 
States in the project of the inter-oceanic 
canal. Tabled for future action. 


Mr. Kdmunds called up his resolution 


continuing the standing committees as 
constituted last session. 


Mr, Garland offered an amendment 


jroviding that orfly the following com- 
mittees should be continued: Foreign 
relations, finance, commerce, military, 
judiciary, post offices and poat roads, 
public laiyls^enaions and Indian affairs. 
lie contended that the committees 
named were the only ones that would 
have any work to do during the special 


Mr. Kdmunda opposed the amend- 


ment. There were committees which 
were not provided for which, in his 
opinion, would be necessary to perform 
the work of the session. 


He instanced the committee on priv- 


ileges and elections as one which should 
be organized. There was on the table 
now a petition presented by the senator 
from New Jersey (McPherson) siid to 
seriously affect the right of a senator 
from New York to a seat in this body 
That ought to be inquired into. 
Then 


here was the committee on railroads 
which might have work to do. It was 
known from public report that there 
had been an important officer suspended 
for some supposed failure to perform 
his duty, and by law it was required that 
such suspension should be reported to 
the senate. The committee on contin- 
gent expenses waa also a necessary 
committee. 


Mr. Garland said he would modify his 


amendment so as to continue tbe com 
mittees on privileges and elections and 
contingent expenses. Hi thought it 
would then include all the committees 
necessary to organize at this time. 


Garland's amendment was rejected— 


yeas, 35 ; nays, 37 ; Davis, of Illinois 
and Mahone voting with the Republi- 
cans. 


KdmuntU' resolution wan then adopt- 


ed—yeas, 37 ; najs, 35. The standing 
committees arc therefore continued as 
constituted at the last session, and the 
president pro tern. is authorized to fill 
the vacancies which may exist. 


As soon as the result was announced, 


Mr. Logan offered a resolution for the 
election of David Davis, a senator from 
Illinois, as president pro tern, of the 
senate. 


Mr. I'emlU'ton asked that the resolu- 


tion lie over one day under the rules. 
So ordered. 


An executive session then followed. 
At 1 p. m. the doors were opened, 


and the senate ggain met in open ses- 
sion. 


Mr. Pendletrn rose and stated that, 


upon reflection and consultation with 
senators on bis side of the chamber, he 
had concluded to withdraw bis objection 
to tbe immediate consideration of the 
resolution proposing the election of 
Senator Davis as president pro tern. 


The senate then proceeded to consid 


er the resolution. 


Mr. Jones, of Florida, opposed the 


adoption of the resolution in a speech. 
taking the ground that the tenure of 
office of the president pro tern, ii dur- 
ing the absence of the vice president ol 
the United Slates. 


A vote wan then taken, on Logan's 


resolution, resulting in its adoption— 
yeas 30, nays I!1, HnjiirJ and Davis, of 
Illinois, not voting. 


The chair, Ilarrin, then appointed 


Senators Bayard and Anthony a com- 
mittee to escort the president pro tern, 
elect to the chair. 


On taking the chair. Mr. Davis made 


a brief speech, in which he said the 
high honor conferred upon him came 
without any expectation on his part. II 
the compliment bad carried any party 
obligation with it, be should have felt 
constiained to decline it. 


Mr. Kellogg's resclution calling for 


the papers in the case of Vmcenso Re- 
bello was adopted. 


The resolution for striking a gold 


medal in honor of James A. Gar6eld, 
late president of the United States, was 
referred to the committee on library. 


Adjourned. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—No more 


caucuses are called, and the senators 
all agree that the eession will end in a 
few days. 


There was something in the election 


of Davis which much amused the sen- 
ate. 
When Mr. Harris, who was in 


the chair, appointed Bayard, just de- 
posed after so short an incumbency, to 
eseort Davis to the chair, tbe smile that 
had played over the senate broke into a 
moderate laugh. 
Mr. Davis joined in 


the laugh, Md waa escorted to the chair 
in apparent good 'humor. 


When Mr. Darfs had returned thanks 


Mf. Edmunds offered t notion thukiu 
Mr. Bayard for impartiality duplapd 
by him u prudent Thii sewed to 
strike the senate u wtin, and another 
explosion of laughter earned. Mr. Ed- 
munds saw he had been misconstrued, 
and he rebuked tha senators for their 
conduct. He then laid he offered the 
motion ia all sincerity, and Mr. Bayard 
waa entitled to thanks because he bad 
occupied the ehair at a time when par- 
tisan or partial rulings could have bean 


ade and would hare worked injustice. 


He insisted that Mr. Bayard had been 
fair in all things, and the resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 


Senator Bayard refused to vote on 


Mr. Logan's resolution, saying he had 
never obtained office by hu own vote, 
and would never retain it thai.

Pendleton's action in withdrawing his 
motion to let the resolution electing 
Davis lie over, was unwise. Had it 
been deferred until to-morrow, Mr.

Under Edmunds' resolution adopted 
this morning, he could hare made a 
Democratic chairman of the foreign 
relations, and could ^have given the 
Democrats a majority on finance, mili- 
tary and judiciary committees, and still 
be able to provide for tbe new senators 
on inferior committees.

WA.SHINUTON, Oet. 12.—There is ap 


parent disappointment among Demo- 
cratic aenaton at Davis' election. They 
generally believed up to the last mo- 
ment that he would not accept. Some 
of them criticice pretty severely, saying 
he has virtually abandoned his much 
boasted independent position. A Dem 
ocratio senator who generally reflects 
his party sentiment accurately says: 
"Judge Davis' ambition was tempted 
by thi possibility of reaching the presi 
dential chair, and that overcome bis 
usually good judgment. 
I believe that 


he did not more than half give his own 
consent to accept that position at the 
hands of tbe Republicans, and I feel 
confident that the Republicans will be 
awfully disappointed in him. They laj 
the flattering unction to their souls thai 
he will remain silent on all party ques- 
tions, and thus leave them a majority 
of one. 
I am satisfied that he will not 


do anything ot tbe kind. I do not be- 
lieve that he will vote with the Repub 
licans any more ia the future than he 
has in the past. I nave confidence in 
his integrity, and while I think he made 
a mistake in taking this position, he 
will never be guilty of any act that will 
give the transaction the color ot bar- 
gain, as far as be is concerned." 


Another Democrat, who represents 


the views of those wbo criticize Davis, 
says: "I regard Davis' election aa a re- 
sult of a bargain. I do not mean that 
certain terms and conditions were defi- 
nitely stated and agreed upon. This 
am satisfied was not done, but there 
was and is a tacit understanding as to 
what Davis is to do for tbe Republicans, 
He understands that he is expected to 
vote on questions where tbe Republi- 
cans want a majority, and he will com- 
ply. The Republicani were too smart 
to demand a definite pledge from [David 
Davis, and because they did not the aid 
man persuades himself that there was 
no bargain, and the oountry will see the 
affair in that light" 


"Davis said to-day to a Democratic 


senator, with whom he enjoys intimate 
relations, that he wanted big friends to 
understand that the position came to 
him unsought and without any oondi- 
tioLs, and that he would not accept il 
otherwise, though he frankly admitted 
that he desired the position. His friend 
assured him that he had no doubt of 
the integrity ol his purpose. Davis 
then remarked that he would not assist 
either by his vote or by not voting to 
displace any Democratic official, and 
that he would vote to give the Demo- 
crats tbe secretary of the senate. He 
added that he intended to vote in the 
future as he had in the past, in accord- 
ance with his own judgment, and when 
Uie proposition to elect him was form- 
ally submitted, Davis declared that he 
would only accept it unconditionally. 


Republican senators questioned in 


regard to the future action of David 
Davis, profess to hare no knowledge ol 
how he will rote on Secretary and ser- 
geant at anus.
